The Bureau of Reclamation became aware of the letter from the Colorado Department of Natural 
Resources to the EPA Inspector General on November 12. Reclamation has not commented directly on 
the EPA’s internal investigation, which is the subject of the DNR letter. Reclamation's technical review of 
the incident, as its report states, was informed by conversations with all of the people present on the day 
of the blowout, and follow up conversations held with the EPA and DRMS personnel. The Bureau is 
cooperating fully with the EPA Office Inspector General as it investigates the August 5 incident at the 
Gold King Mine.
